While | understand that any company/organization has an ongoing need for new revenue, please give
sefious consideration to denying certain unreasonable requests that are being made by KU. | am specifically referring to a
request to increase the cost of reading a meter on a structure not attached to the primary residence. Presently the fee for
having a meter attached to an outbuilding is about 4 to 6 dollars per month minimum. The increase will drive that
minimum monthly fee to $20.00 or $240 per year. That cost is before any usage of electricity! Essentially, the company is
requesting that customers pay $20 a month for someone to walk to a structure within (in most cases) a few feet of the
primary residence and jot down some numbers.
